4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As previously stated and Applicant pointed out under Remark section, pages -10, Iborra et 
al. (US 2003/0167455 Al), taken either singly and/or in combination with other cited prior arts, do 
not teach the combined functional limitations of split up said description in object classes and 
distribute said object classes between the code generators according to said distribution rules, each 
code generator translating the object classes with which it is provided, into said corresponding part 
of the said computer code, as recited in such manners in each of independent claims 11 and 29. 

Prior arts of record do not teach and/or suggest these claimed limitations, thus, aU remaining 
pending claims 11, 13-24 and 29 are allowed.
